all — as Chimborazo's 
mightiest peak challenges the sky.

la New York if the Fourth of July 
'alls on Thursday, as it did this year, 
the youthful American, realizfnz the 
immunity he enjoys from punishment 
for wrecking his neighbors' peace of 
mind and nearly driving the wretched 
sufferer to a madhouse — with this es- 
timable young person the Fourth of 
July commences on the first and gen- 
erally lasts till the giant crackers, ser- 
pents, fizzers. rockets and other such 
abominations are exhausted or by 
some 
kind providential chance, in 


which I can see the hand of a benign 
<md loving Providence, the merciless 
voung ruffian has blown off two or 
.bree of his fingers, singed h-s eye- 
brows and burned the seat out of his 
'iunday-KO-to-meetiag pants. And as 
if this were not infliction enough, a 
ittle beyond lived a great, fac de- 
scendant of Appius Claudius and Jul- 
us Caesar; while in Naples he belong- 
ed to the noble band of Neapolitan 
Liazzaroni. or perhaps when at home 
n hi.-> native Sicily he was a knight of 
the king's highway, an exalted mem- 
ber of "your money or yonrlife band." 
Here is his demand: "Give 
us all 


rou've got, senor. and you can keep 
the rest.'' It was his first Independ- 
ence day in our glorious land of lib- 
erty, and he determined to make tbe 
most of it. He began operations at

His Last Sleep. 


Doctor Calhoun, aged 83 years, end- 
ed his life in Warsaw Friday after- 
noon. Morphine and whisky seem to 
have contributed to bis demise. He 
made a number or significant state- 
ments before be dropped into his last 
sleep. 


Doctor Calhoun bad not been look- 


ing at the rosy side of life for some- 
time, aud at the residence of £4 ward 
Curren Thursday nigbt remarked that 
he -didn't think he was any use in 
the world." A number of similar ex- 
pressions had come from him during 
the past few days, and some of bis 
friends imagined he was thinking of 
suicide. 


Friday afternoon about 4 o'clock 
he catered the blacksmith shop of 
Darius 
Wright and saii "I don't 
believe I will live very long." 
He 


left the place in a short time and 
within a few -ninuies returned, say- 
ine as he entered the door "I'll bet 
S100 I won't be living tomorrow.'" 


The remark excited no comment as 
the doctor was not iu the best of 
health. He sank into a chair and was 
soon fast asleep. Soon he slipped 
from the chair, and persons in the 
shop were alarmed. Doctor Wright 
was called and did all in bis power to 
save the man, but be died at 5:30 
o'clock. Sews of the suicide spread 
rapidly through the village, and a 
large crowd had collected when the 
doctor was pronounced dead. 
Doctor Marshall was notified by 


telephone, but he decided tbe facts 
were so plain that no official investi- 
gation was needed, and the body was 
turned over to Undertaker Frederick 
for burial. 


Doctor Calboun had been depressed 
since the death of his wife three 
months ago. He was addicted to the 
use of morphine, and there are people 
in Warsaw who believe hesimply took 
an overdose, and bad no intention of 
ending his life. 
A bottle tbat bad 


contained a pint of whiskr and an 
ounce phial marked morphine were 
found in an 
outbuilding near the 


blacksmith shop where he died. It is 
believed he swallowed the contents of 
the bottles before entering the shop 
the second time. 


The dea-j doctor was a familiar fig- 


ure in Warsaw for almost SOyears. He 
practiced in the surrounding" country 
auJ was well xtuuwu throughout the 
county. He was frequently in Co- 
shoe ton.

Parts of the State Without Rain 


For Three Months. 


ALL KINDS OF VEGETATION BLIGHTED 


Cora Crop Will B* Less Than One- 


Third of Last Tear's YlelC—Worst 
Drouth SInc« New Kngland Helped 
the Settlers In 1S6O—Large Wheat 
Crop Being Harvested. 


Memphis. July IS.—Friday W*M tk* 


warmest day of tbe year la the ce«r 
trai southern states and parts of the 
southwest. Many places in west Tea- 
nesse*, Arkansas, north Mississippi 
and Louisiana report that all heat 
records were broken during the after- 
noon, la Memphis the official report 
was 102 degrees at 5 o'clock, the high- 
est temperature ei'er recorded here. 
At Little ROC& the highest tempera- 
ture ever known there. 106. was reach- 
ed at 4 p. m. In Mississippi the heat 
was intense throughout the day. At 
Jackson. Yicksburg and Natchez all 
records were broken. Crops, especial- 
ly corn, all through north and east 
Mississippi, are drying up, and unless 
copious rains fall soon great damage 
will result. 


Famine In Farm Products. 


Chicago. July 13.—The long contin- 


ued ury, hot weather has almost made 
a dearth and is rapidly making a 
prospective famine in farm produce. 
Potatoes are 150 per cent higher than 
a >car ago. when new early Ohios 
sold from 27 to 29 cents a busheL 
Thev are now 1>5 cents to $1. Green 
corn is 100 yer cent higher Dealers 
coaid ifaen buy it for 25 and 30 cents 
a busheL They are now required to 
aay 50 and 00 c^nts. New cabbage at 
his time last, year could be bought at 
1 per IwO. The price is now $1.75. 


Relief For Europe. 


London, July 13.—Violent thunder- 


storms and tropical rains in various 
parrs of Great Britain moderated the 
ervsd heat. At Brussels. ho~wever. 
he thermometer registered 10? in the 
jhade and several heat fatalities oc- 
curred- The weather continues vsry 
lot in France, the emperatare reach- 
ng 51*2 in Paris. Twelve deaths from 
heat were officially reported in the 
?*rench capital. Advices from other 
x>lnts on the continent indicate the 
weather conditions are again normal. 


Tornado In Mississippi. 


McComb City, Miss.. July 13.—A ter- 


rific wind and rain storm struck this 
citv, blew down trees and destroyed 
or unroofed several buildings. A game 
of baseball was in progress, a large 
crowd being in attendance, and when 
the storm came the crowd ran for 
shelter. A party of a dozen took ref- 
uge under a gallery, which was blown 
down, burying the people beneath It 
and fatally injuring Will Knntzmann 
and a negro named Andrew Johnson. 
Four others were serionsly hurt. 


Topeka, July 13.— The weather in 


Kansas continued very hot Friday, the 
highest temperature reported being 
110 at Fort Scott- The heat was ac- 
companied by a very light breere 
from the south, which came as from 
a redhot fnmace, blasting acd -wither- 
ing vegetation of all kinds. A careful 
perusal of crop reports from all parts 
of the state indicates that Kansas -will 
not raise more than 5.000.000 bushels 
of corn this year. The crop will thus 
be less than a third of last year's 
yield and less than a fifth of 1S99 
•Wheat is nearly al! in the stack. In 
many cases it has been harvested oal? 
to be burned. As much as 23, 
acres of wheat in the stack has been 
burned during the past two weeks. 


At some places in Kansas there has 


been no rainfall whatever for near!: 
three months. This is the wore 
drouth since 1SOO, when Xew England 
sent food to the se-ttlers of Kansas 
However the past few years have 
been very prosperous and even now 
the Kansas farmers are harvesting 
one of the largest crops of wheat, if 
not the largest in tbe history of the 
state. A great many counties send 
•word that with rain corn wKl be a half 
crop, without rain scon, no crop. 


South Dakota wheat belt •how 
the d&mage done to wheat by the heat 
varies from 12 to 15 per c*ni of the 
crop. South Dakota com, however. Is 
ta good condittoo.

A 
special train took Prince Chan and 
his suite to Taku.from whence he will 
proceed by steamer to Shanghai. He 
sails from Shanghai July 20 for Genoa, 
and will proceed direc:!y from there 
to Berlin by raiL

Philadelphia. July 13.—The Cramp 


Shipbuilding company notified the 
secretary of the nary that the new 
battleship Maine will be launched Sat- 
urday. July 27. at 11 o'clock a. TO.

Kansas City, July 13.— No ram fell 


Friday in any part of the drouth- 
stricken district, consisting of all of 
Kansas, western Missouri. Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory.

Com, 
oats, hay and potatoes are so badly 
Injured that even with rain the yield 
would be short, and as the weather 
bureau gives no hope of reHel the out- 
look here is really discouraging. Hay 
sold here for $20 a ton. 1 cent 
a pound, the highest price ever reach- 
ed in this market. This is almost as 
much, ponnd for pound, as wheat is 
worth. Receipts were very small and 
most of the hay which came in was 
sold some time ago in the country be- 
fore the drouth became so serious.
